1. The Chief Electoral Officer shall 
direct the Returning Officer as to the pro- 
cedure to be followed in taking the poll, 
counting the votes, and making his return 
of the results of the voting, and shall pre- 
scribe the forms and ballot to be used, 
and shall set the amount of such fees as 
are paid. 

2. Every person may vote who is a 
Canadian citizen, 21 years of age or older, 
the owner as defined in the Water Act of 
land situate in the above-named improve- 
ment district, or the authorized agent of 
any board or corporation that is the 
owner of such land, or legal representa- 
tive of any owner of such land who has 
died, become insolvent or insane, quali- 
fied to be registered as a voter under the 
Provincial Elections Act. 

3. “ Voters list” means the list of own- 
ers as prepared for the purpose of this 
plebiscite and certified by the Returning 
Officer or other responsible official. 

4. Any owner whose name does not 
appear on the list may vote upon making 
an affidavit in Form 6, to be signed and 
sworn before the Deputy Returning 
Officer. 

5. Any owner, if challenged as to his 
qualifications by any poll official. quali- 
fied voter, or scrutineer, must make the 
affidavit in Form 6 before being permitted 
to vote. 

6. Representatives and agents as re- 
ferred to in Regulation 2 must make an 
affidavit in Form 7, to be signed and 
sworn before the Deputy Returning 
Officer. 

7. The Returning Officer shall publish 
his proclamation in the prescribed form 
in at least one issue of a newspaper cir- 
culating in the district, and shall post up 
copies of his proclamation in public 
places in the vicinity of each polling-place 
in the said district, as soon as possible 
after he is notified of his appointment. 

8. There shall be no absentee voting 
nor advance voting. 





9. The Returning Officer shall estab- 
lish such suitable polling place or places 
as are necessary for the convenience of 
the voters in the district, and shall publish 
the locations and addresses in his procla- 
mation. 

10. Voters may vote at any polling- 
place in the improvement district, but 
each voter may vote only once, provided 
that representatives and agents as referred 
to in Regulation 2 are also entitled to 
vote once on their own behalf as owners 
if qualified. 

11. The Returning Officer is author- 
ized to appoint for the purposes of this 
plebiscite Deputy Returning Officers, Poll 
Clerks, and other persons deemed neces- 
sary, and also to appoint scrutineers, with- 
out remuneration, if required or requested

“2. The annual net cost attributable to 
this function shall not exceed the product 
of one-half mill on the taxable assessed 
values for school purposes, excluding all 
properties of the British Columbia Hydro 
and Power Authority, of the member 
municipalities referred to above, and the 
net cost shall be apportioned among the 


participating member municipalities on 

the basis referred to in section 782 of the 

Municipal Act. 

“3. No debt, other than for current 
temporary borrowing, shall be incurred 
by the regional district for the purpose of 
this function. 

“4, Until the annual budget for the 
year 1969 is adopted, the sums of money 
which may be borrowed to meet the cur- 
rent lawful expenditures of the regional 
district for the purpose of this function 
shall be as determined by the Inspector 
of Municipalities.”

THE sightseeing routes established by 
order of the Public Utilities Commission 
dated April 2, 1954, and published in The

PRIVATE BILLS 





Excerpt from Standing Orders Relating 
to Private Bills 


100. (1) All applications to the Legis- 
lative Assembly for Private Bills of any 
nature whatsoever shall require the pub- 
lication of a notice clearly and distinctly 
specifying the nature and object of the 
application, and when the application 
refers to any proposed work, indicating 
sufficiently the location of the work, to 
be signed by or on behalf of the applicant. 


(2) Such notice shall be published in 
The British Columbia Gazette and once 
a week in one leading daily newspaper 
freely circulating in all parts of the Prov- 
ince. The notice in such newspaper to 
appear on Wednesday of each week. 


(3) When the proposed Bill is of such 
a nature that it may particularly affect 
one or more electoral districts, the notice 
shall furthermore be published once a 
week if possible in some newspaper in 
every electoral district affected, or if there 
be no newspaper published therein, then 
in a newspaper published in the electoral 
district nearest thereto. 


(4) The publication of such notice shall 
in all cases be continued for a period of 
four weeks during the interval of time 
between the close of the next preceding 
Session and the consideration of the peti- 
tion. 

97. No petition for any Private Bill 
shall be received by the House after the

(a) A printed copy of such Bill: 

(b) A copy of the petition to be pre- 

sented to the House: 

(c) Copies of the notices published, 
with publication proved by a statu- 
tory declaration or affidavit to the 
satisfaction of the Clerk of the 
House. 

(2) At the time of depositing the Bill 
and petition the applicant shall also pay 
to the Clerk of the House the sum of 
three hundred dollars. 

(3) If a copy of the Bill, petition, and 
notices proved as aforesaid shall not have 
been so deposited in the hands of the 
Clerk of the House at least eight clear 
days before the opening of the Session or 
if the petition has not been presented to 
the House within the first ten days of the 
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Session, the amount to be paid to the 
Clerk shall be six hundred dollars. If 
the Bill shall not pass second reading one- 
half of the fees shall be returned. 

101. Every petition signed by an agent 
or attorney in fact shall be accompanied 
by the authority of such agent or attorney 
in fact, and the petition shall not be 
deemed to be filed with the Clerk until 
this is done.
